Applicants draw the Examiner's attention to NCBI BLASTP accession numbers included 
in the accompanying Information Disclosure Statement. The listed accession numbers were 
obtained by conducting a BLASTP analysis of SEQ ID NO: 44,293 through the National Center 
of Biotechnology Information (NCBI) website (http://www.ncbi.nlm.nih.gov/blast/Blast.cgi ). 
To conduct the BLASTP analysis and obtain the listed BLASTP accession numbers, Applicants 
entered the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 44,293 into the "Enter Query Sequence" box on 
the NCBI website and selected to search the database entitled "non-redundant protein sequences 
(nr)." The BLASTP algorithm of the website then performed an alignment of hypothetical and 
actual polypeptide sequences correlating to the polypeptide sequence of SEQ ID NO: 44,293. 
The resulting alignment allowed Applicants to compare the identity of the polypeptide sequence 
of SEQ ID NO: 44,293 with other polypeptide sequences represented by respective accession 



numbers. 
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Applicants respectfully remind the Examiner that the mere listing of a reference in an 
information disclosure statement is not taken as an admission that the reference is prior art 
against the claims. See Riverwood Int'l Corp. v. R.A. Jones & Co. , 324 F.3d 1346, 1354-55, 
66 USPQ2d 1331, 1337-38 (Fed Cir. 2003). Likewise, Applicants believe the claimed subject 
matter to be patentable over the polypeptide sequences represented by the BLASTP accession 
numbers listed above and invite the Examiner to contact the undersigned with any questions.
